The above, elected at the special town meeting held in June 


last, herewith submit their first report:— 
A LIST OF PUBLIC PARKS IN FALMOUTH VILLAGE. 


1. A small triangular section of land near the village railroad. 
crossing. 
2. Another of same size and shape near Katy Hatch’s hill, so 


called. 
3. The Green, so called. 
4. Good Will park. 


The disbursement of the appropriations made by the town to 
date, at their annual town meetings, for the improvement of Good. 
Will park have been expended by a committee appointed by the 
trustees of public reservations. Those of Nos. 1, 2 and 3 have for 
some years been under the care of our selectmen. 


PUBLIC PARKS AT FALMOUTH HEIGHTS. 


In April last, Mrs. Elvira M. Goodwin of Worcester, for 
many years well known as a summer resident at the Heights anda 
taxpayer in Falmouth, placed in the hands of our selectmen a 
deed of certain tracts of land, large and small, at the Heights, as a 
gift to the town of Falmouth, the same to be used for park 
purposes. Said deed reads as follows: 
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COPY OF DEED GIVEN BY ELVIRA M. GOODWIN TO TOWN OF 


FALMOUTH. 


Know all men by these presents, that I, Elvira M. Goodwin 
of the City of Worcester, State of Massachusetts, Widow of said 
Charles H. Goodwin, formerly of the Town of Falmouth and State 
of Massachusetts, in consideration of One Dollar paid by the 
Town of Falmouth, a municipal corporation established by law 
located in the County of Barnstable in said Commonwealth, the 
receipt whereof is hereby acknowledged, do hereby remise, release, 
and forever Quitclaim unto the said .Town of Falmouth all my 
right, title, interest and estate in and unto certain Lots or Parcels 
of Land situated in that part of the Town of Falmouth, County of 
Barnstable and Commonwealth of Massachusetts known as Fal- 
mouth Heights and bounded as follows, to wit: 

The land in and represented by the following Avenues: 
Grand, Irving, Vernon, Wyoming, Melrose, Fairmount, Bluff, 
Lookout, Hope, Bellevue, Gertrude, Quinapoxet, Walden, Foot 
Path, Manchester, Arlington, Sylvan, Chapel Park, Wachusett, 
Vesper, Quinsigamond, Crown, Crescent, Forest, Circular, Central, 
Central Park, Vesta, Echo, Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, Indiana, 
Worcester, Montgomery, Dartmouth, Amherst, Elysian, Nan- 
tucket, and Deacon. 

Also the land in and represented by the following Parks: 
That part of Worcester Park south of Grand Avenue, Central Park, 
Crescent Park, Chapel Park, a small Park between Wyoming and 
Fairmount Ave., and a small Park between Gertrude and Bellevue 
Avenues. All the above being on a Plan of Lots drawn by E. 
Boyden & Son of Worcester and recorded in the Registry of Deeds 
for said Barnstable County, Book 103, Page 575. 

This conveyance is made upon and subject to the following 
conditions, “That no building or other obstruction be placed upon 
any of the above land, but that the same shall always be kept open 
for the Public use, for the purpose of Avenues and Parks as 
designated on said Plan, for the free use of the Property holders 
of Falmouth Heights, and that should the Town of Falmouth at > 
any time desire any of the above land for the purpose of construct- 
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ing a public road that they be permitted to take the same without 
compensation. 

“And this conveyance is also made subject to the rights of 
the Abutters thereon who are entitled to have and enjoy under and 
by virtue of the Deed of said Company to them, or those under 
whom they claim, not meaning hereby to prejudice the legal rights 
of said Abutters over said Avenues and Parks. To have and to 
hold the granted premises, with all the privileges and appurten- 
ances thereto belonging to the said Town of Falmouth to its use 
and behoof forever.”

Report of the Selectmen. 


The selectmen respectfully submit the following report for 
the year ending Dec. 31, 1903:— 


ORGANIZATION OF THE BOARD. 


The board was organized March 15, 1903, by the choice of 
Silas Hatch as chairman and Thomas J. McLane as clerk. 


NOTICE. 


Until further notice the board of selectmen will be in their 
office on every Monday for the purpose of paying bills and attend- 
ing to town business generally, as the closing of the bank at 
noon on Saturday made it rather inconvenient for people to cash 
town orders drawn in the afternoon, and we find the change of 
day generally satisfactory. 


There has been inaugurated a new system of keeping the 
accounts of the town’s receipts and disbursements which will in 
the future, we feel sure, prove much less cumbersome and more 
satisfactory than the old method. The fact that each board of 
officials draws its own orders, subject to the approval of the select- 
men and indorsement of the treasurer, enables each board as often 
as convenient to compare its books with those of the selectmen 
and treasurer, so that at the end of the year there need be no 
tedious balancing of the several accounts. The only thing 
necessary is that each board be represented at the selectmen’s office 
on the regular day of paying bills. This has not been done the 
year past, but probably will be the coming year. 
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Having in mind the improvement of property owned by the 
town and the steadily increasing value of real estate in the village, 
the board has obtained a deed of a parcel of land adjoining the lot 
on which stands the old Lawrence Academy building. The 
parcel of land extends the lot, already owned by the town, to 
Shivericks pond, the same as do all the other pieces the town 
owns in that vicinity; and we feel sure the town will indorse our 
action. 


We recommend that the several town offices be heated from 
the plant in the basement of the town hall, as the present method 
of heating by stoves is not only more expensive, but inadequate. 


NEW ROADS. 


There have been, the past year, two petitions for new roads— 
one at the village and ‘one at Megansett. 

After the usual notices and a hearing on one of the petitions 
and meeting with opposition by letter and otherwise from the 
abbutters, the selectmen did not feel that they could recommend 
to the town that the laying out of those streets was a public 
necessity, therefore the petitions were dismissed. ~ 


ELECTRIC BELLS. 


The electric bell that was established at the cuts on the road 
leading to Nobska light, at the expense of the town, we anticipate 
will soon be discontinued as the culvert nearest Woods Hole is in 
process of widening, deepening and straightening which will 
ensure safety to public travel with due care. 


ROAD MATERIAL. 


It is well known that material for repairs on the town’s high- 
' ways is much needed; therefore we have negotiated with the heirs 
of Eliel T. Fish for a certain piece and the matter will be brought 
before the town at our next annual town meeting for approval. 
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We would call the attention of the town to the great need of 
better sanitary arrangements for the town hall. There is an in- 
creasing demand for the building for dances and entertainments, 
and people are willing and would be asked to pay a better rental 
for better accommodations. We have long feft the need of some- 
thing better, but have not recommended it for the reason that for 
some years there have been hopes that the building would be re- 
modelled, or a new one built. 


ELECTRIC ROAD. 


Owing to circumstances beyond our control, we are sorry to 
say the progress toward completion has not been what we hoped 
for. We are still of the opinion that the promoters are doing, and 
will do, everything possible to carry out their agrement to the 
town. 

And in this connection we wish to call attention to the fact 
that although the apparent progress of the road has been little, 
the actual work done has been considerable. The grading 
of the highway at North Falmouth has been of great service to the 
town in the way of reducing grades. And more especially has the 
abolishing of a dangerous grade crossing through the efforts of the 
company been very much more quickly accomplished than the 
town could have done it, owing to the fact that the electric and 
steam roads have cooperated. 


The one thousand dollars paid John P. Sylvia for house re- 
moved from layout of new depot road at Woods Hole is due the 
town from Walter O. Luscombe he having two years from the 
time the money was paid to refund the same.

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HARBOR MASTER. 


Woops Hous, Mass., DecemMBEr 31, 1903. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen of Falmouth, Mass.: 


I respectfully beg leave to submit the following report, as 
Harbor Master, for the year ending December 31, 1903. 

Immediately upon receipt of my appointment, the different 
harbors in the town were visited, and the conditions of each care- 
fully noted, with a view to drawing up regulations which should 
cover the use and occupancy of same. It was found to be inex- 
pedient to compose regulations that would cover each harbor in 
every possible contingency, and in making the rules for the gov- 
ernment of the different harbors throughout the town, it was 
deemed best to leave certain conditions and privileges to be decided 
in the discretion of the harbor master. The following general 
regulations were drawn and submitted to the selectmen for ap- 
proval, and upon the approbation of the board, a number of 
circulars were printed and distributed among the boatmen and 
owners of sailing craft and launches throughout the town. A 
number of cloth posters containing these rules were posted in the 
various post offices in the town, and copies were posted upon 
several of the wharves. Over one hundred copies of these regu- 
lations have been so distributed in the past year. Certain diffi- 
culties in the locations of moorings were amicably adjusted in the 
harbor at North Falmouth and also at Quissett harbor. Locations 
for over 20 moorings have been granted during the year, and the 
various channels in the different harbors have been kept free at 
nearly all times. The regulations have been generally complied 
with by the boatmen of the town, and it is thought by continued 
compliance with same, the conditions of the various harbors will 
be much improved. 

Upon telegraphic notice from Cuttyhunk to the effect that a 
catboat with three men was being carried out to sea, in the heavy 
northeast gale of October last, and a request that aid be sent, 
several tug boats were visited, at Woods Hole, and requests for 
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help were made, but none thought it prudent to venture forth in 
the gale. 

Captain Grinnell of the menhaden steamer Arizona was seen 
in this regard, and started out in an attempt to find the unfortu- 
nate men, but was unsuccessful. He was, however, awarded a 
medal and certificate for his prompt compliance to a call for aid, 
by the Massachusetts Humane Society.

REGULATIONS FOR THE HARBORS OE THE TOWN OF FALMOUTH, 
MASS. 


1. All vessels entering the Harbors of the Town shall be 
anchored according to the direction of the Harbor Master. 

2. The Harbor Master may cause any vessel lying in any of 
the Harbors of the Town and not anchored according to his 
direction, and not moving when requested by him so to do, to be 
moved, and the expense thereof shall be paid by the Master or 
Owners of such vessel. 

3. No person shall throw or deposit in the Harbors any 
stones, gravel, ballast, cinders, ashes, dirt, mud or other substance 
which may in any way tend to injure or block navigation, nor 
shall any of the above substances be deposited in the Harbors near 
the shore in the vicinity of any Town Landing. 

4. No warp or line shall be passed across the channel, or any 
dock, so as to obstruct vessels or boats passing along the same. 

5. If any vessel occupying a berth at any of the wharves of 
the Town, either with or without the consent of the wharfinger 
thereof, shall fail to vacate such berth upon notice from the wharf- 
inger or his agent to the Master of said vessel, within a reasonable 
time, the Harbor Master may cause such craft to be moved to 
some other berth, or anchored in the harbor, and the expense 
thereof shall be paid by the Master or Owners of such vessel. 

6. All Moorings shall be located by the Harbor Master, and 
any moorings now in position may be ordered moved by the Har-

bor Master if in his judgment, such removal be necessary. No 
~moorings shall be located in the stream or channel of any of the 
Harbors of the Town, unless in the opinion of the Harbor Master, 
the particular circumstances require it. 

7. Moorings shall be located so that vessels or boats when 
lying to the same, shall not block any channel or approach to any 
Town landing, nor obstruct the approach to wharves or OTHER 
moorings in the vicinity. 

8. Stakes shall not be driven to be used for mooring any 
vessel or boat, or. for tying up any fish car, unless in the judgment 
of the Harbor Master, their use would not be an obstruction. 

9. All complaints for violations of these Regulations shall be 
made to the Harbor Master in writing. 

10. Locations for not more than two Moorings for each boat 
owner may be applied for and granted verbally, but for additional 
moorings application must be made in writing. (This applies only 
to fixed or permanent moorings and not to mere anchorages). 


The above Regulations, having been approved by the Board 
of Selectmen for said Town, will become operative April 1st, 1903.

Your Committee on Inland Fisheries wish to submit the 
following report of their work for the year:— 
At the annual meeting held March 38, 1903, the following 
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vote was passed: “To authorize its committee on inland fisheries 
to place in any of the ponds such obstructions as in their judgment 
they thought best, to stop the taking of the fish illegally.” 

Your committee have tried to carry out the vote so passed 
and have placed in several of the ponds such obstructions as it is 
hoped may have the desired effect. 

We have stocked three of the ponds of the town with useful 
fish, and have also placed in the different streams twelve hundred 
yearling trout. We are negotiating with the U.S. Fish Commis- 
sion in Washington for a distribution of a different species of fish 
of any in our waters.

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Report of the Water Commissioners. 


« 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth: 


The water commissioners herewith make their second annual re- - 
port. At the special town meeting held Jan. 3, 1903, you instructed. 
the water commissioners to issue bonds of the town to the amount 
of $16,000 to complete payment for the water plant bought from the 
Falmouth Water Co. At the same meeting you, by an informal 
vote, instructed this board to sell to the town of Falmouth, trustee, 
$10,000 of this issue at par. This we did, and the remaining 
$6,000 we advertised for sale, asking for bids for the same. The only 
bid received at or above par was from the Falmouth National bank. 
By a vote of a majority of the board (Mr. Dean not voting), this 
block of $6,000 worth of bonds was sold to the Falmouth National 
bank at a premium of $5 per bond. 

At the same special meeting you instructed us to issue 
$30,000 worth of bonds for the purpose of, forthwith, putting in 
the West Falmouth extension. On having our engineer look over 
the matter and make an estimate in accordance with the rise of 
material, we found that the rise had been so great, that the work 
could not be done for the amount appropriated. As it was 
impossible to borrow money to carry out the vote of the town un- 
der existing acts of the legislature, your commissioners petitioned 
the legislature for authority to issue the town’s bonds in the sum 
of $10,000 in excess of the amounts already authorized. Our 
petition was favorably received and immediate action taken 
thereon giving the town authority to order the issue, and at the 
annual town meeting in March you voted instructing us to make 
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this additional issue. This gave a total of $40,000 for the West Fal- 
mouth extension. We at once proceeded to put in the extension 
with as much dispatch as was compatible with the interests of the 
town, by awarding the contracts for the furnishing of materials 
and doing of the work, to the lowest bidders, while at the same 
time we were busily engaged getting the issue of bonds ready to 
be placed in the market. When the bids for these bonds were 
opened we found but one bona fide bid, which was at a rate below 
par. 

Your commissioners and town clerk did not think it advisable 
to sell bonds of the town below par. The only course left was 
to float the bonds until such time as there was a market for them. 
Accordingly we borrowed the amount at 5% ‘for three months. 
At the end of that period the conditions of the market had not im- 
proved and again we borrowed at 4 3-4% for three months more. 
At the end of that time the market was not satisfactory and again 
we borrowed, this time at 4 1-2%. This last note falls due on the 
5th day of April, before which time we hope to be able to sell the 
bonds at a fair price. 

The work on the West Falmouth extension was pushed for- 
ward rapidly and on August the tenth, our engineer reported as 
follows:— 

“I am pleased to report that on Thursday, Aug. 6th, th 
extension of water mains to West Falmouth was completed, and 
the pipes given a final test, ranging from 120 to 160 pounds per 
square inch, covering a period of about two hours, during which 
time the lines were travelled over and inspected, but no breaks 
occurred, or leaks of sufficient size to indicate their presence at 
any place.” 

In the early summer we had an estimate of the cost of a 
standpipe furnished us which convinced us, on account of the high 
price of steel at that time, that it was not in the best interests of 
the town to build the standpipe then as it was not an absolute 
necessity at that time. We waited until November when the 
market had go changed that we got a bid for doing the work over 
$1,500 below the estimated cost earlier in the season. 

The Quissett extension, ordered at the annual town meeting, 
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was put in under the same contract as the West Falmouth 
extension and at a cost less than the appropriation. It has been 
very gratifying to this board that so extensive a job of work, over 
five miles of mains in the public highway, had been carried to a 
successful completion without a mishap, aceident or unpleasant 
occurrence. 

The order of the town to us to purchase the franchise, cor- 
porate property, rights and privileges of the Falmouth Heights. 
Water company was carried out as soon as the company was ready, 
to give us a satisfactory title of the property. On taking posses- 
sion of this plant we found it in very poor condition. The plant 
was originally built in the early 90’s with a capacity just sufficient 
for the needs of the people at the Heights at that time. With a 
rapidly increasing population, and a deteriorating plant it has 
become entirely inadequate for the rendering of efficient service to 
the water takers of this locality. Furthermore, the plant does not 
cover more than one half of the territory that it is desirable to 
reach. To attempt to extend the present system would be folly 
as the mains are too small to supply the present demand, hence 
the only practical course left is to build a new system from the 
end of the town system at Deacon’s bridge, Clinton avenue, 
through Falmouth Heights to the easterly end of the settled part 
of that locality. “By making this extension the revenue from Fal- 
mouth Heights would be ives doubled. Between the time of 
writing this report and the annual town meeting we intend having 
our engineer make an estimate of the cost of this extension, from: 
plans which we already have, that we may be able at the annual 
meeting to give the town all the information they may desire on 
the matter. 

Shortly after the annual town meeting we had our engineer 
examine the pumping station machinery and proceed with the 
experiments with driven wells as a source of supply for the water 
system. After receiving his recommendations as to changes to be 
made in the machinery of the pumping plant, we made a contract 
with the Walworth Construction & Supply company to furnish 
the material and do the required work, which contract they 
fulfilled promptly and satisfactorily. 
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Our engineer sent a well expert to carry on the investigation 
of a ground supply of water. Our engineer in his report on the 
matter, after giving several tables of results of the experiments, 
states:-—-“As will be seen by a study of the results obtained by 
examining each well, none of them were tight, some of them leaking 
considerably, and others an exceedingly large quantity of air. On 
one, No. 10, the branch was cracked, where, of course, a great deal . 
of air was admitted. I found no strainer holes in any of the wells, 
indicating that the water was admitted at the open bottom of the 
pipe alone. All of the wells furnished, comparatively speaking, a 
large supply of water, ranging from 30 to 54 gallons per minute 
when pumping with a No. 3 Edson diaphragm. The water of 
none of the wells had any noticeable odor of marsh gas. 

“Three new test wells were put down in the vicinity of the 
old wells, one near the middle of the line, and one beyond each 
end, for the purpose of determining the stratification and location 
and depth of the water bearing materials, to aid in preparing plans 
for an increase of the supply of ground water. The water from 
all three of these wells was pumped with considerable freedom, 
and comparatively speaking in large quantities. Samples of water 
from two of the test wells were sent to the state board of health 
for examination, the results of which have been received on the 
regular form issued by the board, and which accompanies this 
report.” . 

After submitting the reports of the state board and com- 
parisons with samples of water previously taken from Long pond 
and samples taken from the Metropolitan Water System he further 
states: —“The principal thing brought out by these tables is the 
large quantity of iron shown in the examination of water from 
these test wells, as compared with all previous analyses, including 
those from the 15 tubular wells. Just why the water of these 
test wells should contain three hundred times as much iron as_ the 
other wells in the same location is not very apparent, and I must 
confess to being very much surprised. This quantity of iron in 
a water supply is considered excessive and liable to cause trouble 
in using the water for laundry purposes.” He then recommends 
us to proceed as follows:— 
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“First: Have these test wells showing the excess in iron 
pumped out for a long enough period to avoid excessive iron for 
lack of pumping, say two days on each, and do the same for at 
least one of the old wells. Then send to the state board of health 
additional samples from these wells for analysis. 

“Second: Before deciding upon the installation of additional 
new wells I would advise putting the old wells in proper condition 
for permanent use. Then to pump from them as much as possible 
for the regular water supply of the town, and note what effect 
there is in using the water for laundry purposes. When this is 
accomplished, and the various tests demonstrate that there is no 
iron in excessive quantity, and the water can be used satisfactorily 
for laundry purposes, then I would advise adding to the system of 
pipe wells until there are enough of them to enable the entire 
supply for the town to be drawn from the ground.” 

By the time the foregoing experiments were completed and 
the report of the state board of health and the report of our 
engineer had been made the season was so far advanced and the 
amount of work to be done with the extensions so great, that the 
board of water commissioners deemed it inadvisable to proceed 
with the well experiments at that time. It is, however, the in- 
tention of the board to proceed with the experiments, on the lines 
pointed out by our engineer, as soon as the weather will permit. 

The drinking fountain ordered erected at Woods Hole has 
been put in position on the corner of the new street running to 
the depot and Main street, and is now in good running condition. 
The cost of erecting the same was well within the appropriation. 

Ever since the establishment of the water plant in this town, 
the only residence provided for the engineer and his wife in which 
to make their home has been a room in the east end of the engine 
room made by running a board partition seven feet high across the 
engine room, which gives them, for sleeping room, sitting room, 
kitchen and dining room a space nine feet wide and twenty seven 
feet long, without either a sink or a chimney. The only means of 
doing any cooking is with a kerosene stove. The necessity for the 
engineer to be close to the pumping plant is obvious to the most 
casual observer. The unreasonableness of asking him to live in 
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this manner is equally obvious. In view of the fact that we have 
been able to straighten out about all of the complicated problems 
which confronted us on taking possession of the plant and have 
everything in connection therewith running smoothly it seems to 
us but right to provide better living accommodations for our 
engineer. Seeing the need of this addition to our pumping plant 
your commissioners employed Ernest N. Boyden of Boston (the 
architect who drew the original plans for the pumping station) to 
make plans for the required extension. This he did and submitted 
to us a set of plans, specifications and blank contracts which were 
accepted by us. These plans, while providing all the necessary 
conveniences for comfortable living, do not detract from the 
architectural beauty of the pumping station building. We would, 
therefore, recommend that these plans be carried out. In the 
time intervening between this writing and the annual town 
meeting it is our intention to submit these plans to a reliable 
contractor of the town and have him furnish us with an estimated 
cost of the addition. 

In the putting in of all the extensions made to the plant 
during our management of it, we have invariably called for bids in 
the open market for materials of all kinds entering into the 
construction and in every case, where materials were suited to our 
purpose, the contract was awarded to the lowest bidder. We 
followed the same course in reference to the labor. 

A careful examination of the financial statement accompany- 
ing this report will give every additional information required in 
reference to the management of the plant, its receipts and 
expenditures, all of which is respectfully submitted by

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Report of the Auditors. 


FOR THE YEAR 1903. 


To THE CITIZENS OF FALMOUTH:— 


In presenting our report we will say that owing to the change 
in the system of bookkeeping and changes in the members of some 
of the boards, our duties have been more arduous than ever before. 

We are convinced that the new system will prove advantageous 
but recommend that no orders be drawn except from the select- 
men’s office, and that the various departments be represented on 
whatever day advertised as pay day. If this method had been 
carried out last year it would have been of great assistance in 
getting the accounts together, whereas, the failure of one board 
in meeting at the office on pay day has caused a great loss of time 
and added to the expense of auditing. 

We have from year to year advised the proper making out 
and approval of all bills, but continue to find those that are not 
itemized nor approved. 

We strongly condemn the method of keeping the books in 
regard to the tax accounts, and call the attention of the tax 
collector to the revised laws, chapter 13, part of section 2, which 
reads: “In towns, he shall, on or before the fifth day of each 
month, pay over to the town treasurer all money received by him 
during the preceding month on account of taxes.” 

We recommend that the town appoint a committee to look up 
the methods in other towns and see if we cannot get some method. _ 
more up to date. 

We have asked the various officers and committees to bring in 
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their reports and the most of them have complied, and while we 
cannot say we think they are all fairly complete; we have therefore 
had them printed as presented. ay

THE VILLAGE GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 


For several years the matter of a new school building in the 
village has been agitated. In the -school report for 1896-7 the 
school committee recommended a new building, saying in part: 
“The matter of a new school building for Falmouth village has 
been in the minds of the committee for several years; but they 
did not feel like pressing the expense upon the town until it 
became absolutely necessary. But we feel now that the time has 
arrived for some action. Remodeling an old building is expensive 
and not at all satisfactory. A new building is what the committee 


would recommend.” This was the opinion of the school commit- 
tee seven years ago. Since that time considerable money has been 
expended on repairs; but it seemed necessary for the best of 
the school. Very much the same conditions prevail at present, to 
which must be added the fact that the number of pupils is constantly 
on the increase; there being at the present time 153 pupils enrolled 
in the three rooms, or an average of 51 pupils to each teacher. 
It is evident from this that another room is required at the present 
time, for even with four rooms there would be an average of 38 
pupils to the teacher, which is about as many pupils as should be 
assigned to one teacher. 

A four-room building would therefore be put to use at the 
outset; then if the village continues to grow as it has during the 
past ten years, which is only fair to presume, there would soon 
not be room enough to accommodate the children. It would seem 
, wise, therefore, to construct at least a five-room building, resery- 
ing the extra room for future use. 

It seems that the time for action has surely come. A modern, 
sufficiently large, school building should be erected, with ample 
playgrounds. President Roosevelt said in a recent address:— “It 
is a poor type of school nowadays that does not have a good play- 
ground.” It is a notable fact that there isnot ample playground 
to accommodate the number of pupils in the village schools. 

If the new building is placed on the present school lot, addi- 
tional ground should be purchased in the rear for playground 
purposes. 


TEACHERS. 


Within the past fifty years, women have nearly driven men 
out of the profession of teaching—that is, taking the country as a 
whole. 

At the middle of the century just past there were in the state 
of Rhode Island, for instance, only twelve women teachers. At 
the present time, men teachers in that state are about as scarce. 
I do not say that the change is harmful to the schools, but it is an 
interesting question to watch what the result will be upon the 
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nation. I am of the opinion, however, that the proportion of men 
should be greater, not that men are better teachers; but that the 
influence of both sexes is required for the best development of the 
children. 

No matter what our ideas may be upon this question as a 
whole, I think it is nothing but fair to say that the teachers in the 
schools of our town at the present time, are loyal workers, full of 
zeal, earnest and conscientious in the discharge of their duties. 
That they, like everyone else, make mistakes, no one denies; but 
I maintain that they are giving scripture measure in their services 
to the town. 

An efficient system of schools means first a corps of good 
teachers and good salaries paid them; it means the hiring of 
teachers because of merit, and not because of politics or what not} 
it means pleasant surroundings for teachers and pupils and a high 
standard of accomplishment all along the line. 

There have been some changes in our corps of teachers ~ 
during the year just past. At the close of the year, Mr. F. W. 
Wamsley, principal, and Miss Inez P. Mayhew and Miss Bertina 
Dyer, assistants, in the Woods Hole schools, all resigned. They 
had done good work. Mr. A. M. Eldridge, a graduate of the 
Bridgewater normal school, was chosen principal. Miss Ruth B. 
Sears, a graduate of the the Hyannis normal school, was given the 
intermediate room. Miss Rosella E. Andrews, was transferred 
from West Falmouth to the primary room. All of these teachers 
have had considerable experience in teaching and there is no 
reason why the Woods Hole schools should not prosper at their 
hands. ' 

Miss Bessie M. Bailey, who had taught successfully in New 
Hampshire, was placed in the West Falmouth primary school. 
‘She already has the school well in hand. Miss Alice C. Goodwin, 
having been offered an attractive school in Portland, Maine, re- 
signed her position as teacher of the village primary in April, 
1903. She had labored faithfully for the advancement of her pupils. 
Miss Caroline Carroll, who was chosen in her place, is carrying 
the work forward nicely. The Teaticket school was found to be 
so crowded at the opening of the schools, that an assistant teacher 


was necessary. Miss Jennie L. Mason of Falmouth village was 
chosen as assistant. 

It was thought advisable to reopen the Davisville school in 
the fall. There is an enrollment of fourteen in this school at the 
present time. Mrs. Grace M. Paul of East Falmouth was chosen 
ag teacher and was succeeding well with the work; but was taken 
ill at the close of the fall term, and in consequence found it 
necessary to give up the school. Her husband, Rev. D. M. Paul, 
is finishing the year’s work. 

The change in the high school corps of teachers is spoken of 
in another place. 


PERMANENT RECORD OF PUPILS. 


Superintendent W. D. Parkinson says in his Falmouth school 
report for 1888:—*It seems to me that we shall some day learn. to 
keep a permanent record of individual pupils which will enable us 
to compare not only their age and attendance, but the relative 
success of pupils of various ages and habits of attendance, so that 
we may learn the age most appropriate for different kinds of work, 
and be able to cast up the profit and loss attaching to different 
habits. This however would take a long series of years, and no 
beginning has yet been made.” 

Such a record was started in 1897. Init may be found the 
record of every pupil in town during the past six years. It shows 
the pupil’s attendance, punctuality, and standing in the several 
branches of study. It serves a valuable purpose for reference and 
further aids in systematizing the work of the schools. If this 
record is kept up permanently, it will be interesting for people to 
read in it the record of their school days. In this connection I 
wish again to urge upon parents the great importance of regular 
attendance on the part of the children. 


SUPERVISION OF PUPILS DURING RECESS. 


The recess periods are often the most difficult part of a day’s 
teaching. 
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I believe that the recess periods are a part of the regular or 
“irregular” school work. The teacher should consider it a part of 
her duty to direct personally the child’s play as well as his work. 
Such direction and oversight give the teacher a chance to see the 
child when he is acting out his natural self. A word or even a 
look from the teacher at such times will often stop a rude word. 
It is on the playground usually where contamination takes place. 
Surely it is worth the while of any teacher to supervise the chil- 
dren at recess periods. At these periods the teacher may often 
gain the sympathy and co-operation of the child. The teacher, 
however, must be discreet and not act the part of a policeman. 

I cannot express myself more forcibly than by quoting from 
the sixty-fourth report of the State Boaad of Education:— 

“Protection from harm of every kind, moral as well as 
physical, is as imperative a function of the school as is that of 
instruction or training. The possible dangers attending the con- 
tact of pupils with one another at recess are guarded against in 
some schools by the presence of the teacher or teachers. It would 
be well if this practice were followed in all schools. If, in addition 
to overseeing the pupils at recess, the teachers would accompany 
or lead them in their games, an added service would be performed, 
—a service which sooner or late: will be recognized as of great 
educational value.” 


WRITING. 


From the first, children write. It is safe to say that the 
average child of today writes ten times as much as did the child of 
the olden time. 

Not so much attention is paid to ornamentation as formerly. 
The children are trained to write a simple, legible hand, with a 
fair rate of speed. 

While the vertical system is very legible, it is found by 
experts to be somewhat slower to write than a system with some 
slant. It was therefore thought advisable by the committee, at 
the beginning of the school year, to change the system of writing 
in use in our schools from the vertical to the medial slant. The 
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medial is believed to increase the rapidity of the hand writing of 
the children without interfering with the essential qualities of 
legibility. 

The medial is a system constructed on a slant half way 
between the vertical and the Spencerian systems. It is being 
used generally throughout the country. 

The pupils found but little difficulty in making the change 
from vertical to medial slant. Especially is this true in the lower 
grades. 


DISCIPLINE. 


True discipline seeks not merely to maintain good’ order in 
the schoolroom; but looks to the future and aims at self-control of 
the child. To get the child to win to do right because it Is 
right is the best kind of discipline. However, the child having 
such a nature as to require force to effect right doing, is still 
occasionally met with; but cases requiring severe discipline have 
been very unusual during the year just closed. 

To keep children profitably employed, and to expect the pea 
of them is the secret of success. 

Good discipline is after all the real test of a teacher’s efficiency. 
The well disciplined school is characterized by orderly activity, 
and not by “quiet” as is sometimes thought. I believe our 
teachers have a correct idea of discipline. 


THE HATCHVILLE SCHOOL HOUSE. 


On February 12, 1903, the Hatchville schoolhouse, including 
all the books and furnishings, was burned to the ground. The 
children luckily escaped unharmed. How the fire originated has 
always remained a mystery. The school committee at once pro- 
vided a room in the house of Mr. E. F. Robinson and furnished it 
with suitable tables and chairs, into which the school moved one 
week after the fire. In this room the pupils were fairly comfort- 
able, though somewhat crowded, during the remainder of the 
school year. 


The annual town meeting in March voted $2,500 with which 
to rebuild. The committee immediately went to work to procure 
plans for the new building. After considering the various plans, 
the one presented by Mr.W. A. Tobey, architect, was accepted. The 
contract for building the house was awarded to Mr. T. C. Bourne 
of West Falmouth. By the opening of the school in the fall the 
new building was ready for occupancy. 

It is a modern, one-room building, furnished with forty single 
seats and desks, and an ample supply of solid slate blackboards. 
There are two coat and lunch rooms, one for the boys and one for 
the girls. The whole building is heated with a wood furnace, and. 
withal presents a pleasing appearance. 


MUSIC. 


The work in music has been conducted in accordance with 
the most approved methods. Each year shows some gain in a 
better conception of music, and in improved tone quality. It is 
often remarked that the quality of singing in our churches and 
entertainments throughout the town has improved since the in- 
troduction of music into the schools. Surely this speaks well for 
the efforts of our supervisor of music, Mr. Walter H. Butterfield. 
Below will be found his report:— 


Mr. A. O. STanceEr, Superintendent of Schools, 


DEAR Si1r:—Complying with your request, I herewith submit 
my fourth report. 

During the past year the course in music has not been 
materially changed. The method of teaching, where there are 
more than three grades in a room, has proved successful. The 
work is progressing, on the whole, satisfactorily and the pupils’ 
interest in singing seems to be fully aroused, They respond 
readily to the demands made for concentrated thought. 

We are constantly endeavoring to develop proficiency in sight 
reading, purity of tone production, and ability to render vocal 
music understandingly. No one of these subjects is given undue 
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prominence to the exclusion of another for they are all important. 

In the primary and intermediate grades more individual work 
has been done than heretofore. 

The grammar grades were farther advanced at the close of 
the fall term than atthe corresponding time in any preceeding 
year and one school had progressed beyond the point reached at 
the close of the last scliool year. 

The singing of the high school at the last graduation was 
gratifying to all. The task of acceptably rendering a program 
more pretentious than any before attempted, was made a pleasure 
to the supervisor by the enthusiasm of the school. 

The new song book has proved a success.

LAWRENCE HIGH SCHOOL. 


Another year of successful work has been completed by the 
Lawrence high school. The principal and assistants are doing all 
in their power to instruct their pupils so that they will be well 
fitted for their life work. Perhaps the item of greatest interest 
will be in regard to the commercial course. In our last year’s 
report we recommended the adoption of a commercial course, 
which met with popular favor and was installed by the committee 
at the beginning of the school year. Probably no course in the 
high school appeals so much to the people as a properly organized 
and well equipped commercial department; and if broad enough 
has as much educative value as any other course. 

Two of the study rooms were fitted up with suitable desks 
and three typewriters were purchased. It is the intention to put 
in a banking counter, so that actual business methods may be 
carried on. The advantages of a knowledge of the subjects taught 
in’ this course are recognized by all, as a practical knowledge of 
business methods is received. Typewriting has also an educational 
value as a help in the teaching of English. Not only is a type- 
written exercise more easily examined, but the errors stand out 
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more glaringly to the pupil himself, and he realizes more fully the 
need of accuracy in spelling, punctuation, capitalization and 
paragraphing. 

Miss Ida M. Smith of Calcium, Pa., was employed as teacher 
and the progress already made is very gratifying. We feel very 
fortunate just at this time in securing a teacher who has had much 
experience in this line of work. 

There are now four courses in the high school: Classical, 
Latin-Scientific, English and Commercial. It is very essential 
that a child be started in the right course as he may do well in one 
course and fail if he attempts to take another. To assist in plac- 
ing the child in the right place, Mr. Stewart has instituted a plan 
for obtaining the judgment of the parent, that of the pupil’s last 
teacher, as well as that of the pupil, as to his qualifications for 
pursuing a particular course. 

At the close of the school year in June, Miss Grace G. Lane 
handed in her resignation, having been called to a higher field of 
labor. Miss Lane had faithfully discharged her duties for the past 
seven years, and by her kindly disposition and untiring fidelity 
had won the respect of every one. In September she was united 
in marriage with the Rev. J. H. Quint of our town. The school 
authorities wish for her many years of happiness. 

The vacancy caused by Miss Lane’s resignation was filled by 
Miss Fannie G. Fisher of Chicago University who has had several 
years’ experience in similar work. 


REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF LAWRENCE HIGH SCHOOL. 


Mr. A. O. STANGER, Superintendent of Schools, 


Str:—I have the honor of submitting my second annual 
report of the conditions and work of the Lawrence high school. 

During this year conditions have been improved to the great 
advantage of the pupils; but as is always true, improvements may 
still be made, calling for the expenditure of money and demanding 
from your teachers larger results in the moral, mental and physical 
development of the pupils in their charge. 
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IMPROVEMENT-IN HEatTrNc.—A warm building is one of the 
conditions necessary to a well-appointed school building. The 
alterations directed by the committee seem to solve the problem of 
heating the high school building. The heating plant, aided by 
storm sashes, stands the test of a zero temperature accompanied 
by strong winds. 


CHANGES IN TextT-sooKs.—There have been some changes 
made in text-books, demanded by progress in the art of writing 
them. It is our aim to have the best text-books in the hands of 
the pupils. For subjects clearly presented in the book save time 
in study and help the pupil by force of example to present his 
own thoughts clearly, or at least may keep him from careless ex- 
pression of them. Some new books have been introduced in 
conjunction with those already in use. The pupil thus sees the 
subject in different lights as it is presented by different authors. 
Others have been introduced for the commercial course and some 
old texts have been replaced. 


UsE or REFERENCE Booxs.—The books of reference placed 
in our high school library last year are being used more and more 
by the pupils. Directed at first to subject and page they now 
voluntarily resort to the shelves of the reference library for details 
not given in their text-books. Twenty-five dollars or more should 
be used each year to add to this library reference books, adapted 
to the understanding of the pupil. In this connection as well as 
in others the value of a close relationship between the public 
library and the school is recognized. Its books of reference find 
place beside those of the school, thereby increasing the means of 
getting the best work from our pupils. The value of the public 
library is not what it might be, for lack of a late catalogue. 
Pupils cannot be directed in their research so successfully on this 
account. 


CoursEs or Stupy.—This fall we began using the courses 
of study as revised last year. Experience to date points to the 
realization of hopes and the futility of fears for it. The classes in 
commercial branches working with enthusiasm under the direction 
of Miss Ida M. Smith are not, as I had feared would be, neglect- 
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ing those branches looking to general training and culture as is 
often the case in schools having a commercial course; while the 
classes in the classics, modern languages and pure mathematics, 
relieved of pupils who have no interest in such branches, have 
opportunity of doing more and better work. Good work is being 
done by a larger number of pupils, for the reason that they are 
doing in a greater degree work THEY have chosen instead of work 
chosen for them. 

The resignation of Mrs. J. H. Quint, born Miss Grace G. 
Lane, left us without a teacher for the classes in English, French 
and German. Mrs. Quint had had charge of this department for 
several years. In that time by her personality and by her 
thorough knowledge of the subjects taught, she had won a firm 
place in the esteem of the pupils under her charge. 

Miss Fannie G. Fisher now in charge of these classes is doing 
_ conscientious work with good results. 

Under the improved conditions then of our building we may 
expect better attendance; under an enlarged teaching force and 
extended courses of study, we find the pupils, generally, have a 
greater interest in the work of the school. Hence the high school 
gives greater value to the town. 


Nrep or APPARATUS FOR A GymMNASIUM.—I wish to bring 
to your notice the need of fitting up the so-called playrooms in the 
basement with gymnastic apparatus. Such apparatus would be 
especially advantageous to the pupils of the school in furnishing 
profitable employment for the noon hour. Chest weights, dumb 
bells, Indian clubs, punch bag and mats would be healthful at- 
tractions to keep scholars off the street and develop in them a 
habit of exercising regularly. I earnestly hope that this year a 
beginning be made which looks to the equipment of these rooms 
as gymnasia. 


Home Srupy.—If I may gain the ear of the parents "through 
you I would repeat from my report of last January. Pupils of 
the high school should do the greater part of their studying at 
home, since their time at school is taken up largely in laboratory 
work, type-writing practise and recitations. It is of the highest 
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importance then that parents shall arrange for their children 
regular study hours, free from interruption. For pupils of aver~ 
age ability two or three hours daily are required for best results. 
If a pupil spends more than three hours daily, either too much is 
attempted or his method of study is at fault. In either case the 
principal should be informed that he may ascertain the fault and 
have it corrected.

AMENDMENTS TO THE TRUANT LAWS PASSED 1903. 
[Cuap. 330.] 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE INSTRUCTION AND TRAINING OF 


HABITUAL TRUANTS, ABSENTEES AND SCHOOL OFFENDERS. 


Be it enacted, ete., as follows: 


Section 1. Section three of chapter forty-six of the Revised 
Laws is hereby amended by striking out the whole of said section and 
inserting in place thereof the following:—WSection 8. A child between 
seven and fourteen years of age who wilfully and habitually 
absents himself from school contrary to the provisions of section 
one of chapter forty-four shall be deemed to be an habitual truant, — 
and, unless placed on probation as provided in section seven of this 
chapter, may, upon complaint by a truant officer and conviction 
thereof, if a boy, be committed, to a county truant school for not 
more than two years, and, if a girl, to the state industrial school 
for girls; but if the girl is under twelve years of age she shall be 
committed to the custody of the state board of charity, if they so 
request, for not more than two years. 

SEcTION 2. Section four of said chapter is hereby amended

by striking out the whole of said section and inserting in place 
thereof the followlng:—Section 4. A child between seven and six- 
teen years of age who may be found wandering about in the streets 
or public places of any city or town, having no lawful occupation, 
habitually not attending school, and growing up in idleness and 
ignorance, shall be deemed to be an habitual absentee, and, unless 
placed on probation as provided in section seven, may, upon com- 
plaint by a truant officer or any other person and conviction 
thereof, if a boy be committed to a county truant school for not 
more than two years, or to the Lyman school for boys, and, if a 
girl, to the state industrial school for girls; but if the girl be under 
twelve years of age she shall be committed to the custody of the 
state board of charity if they so request, for not more than two 
years. 

Syorron 8. Section five of said chapter is hereby amended by 
striking out the whole of said section and inserting in place thereof 
the following:—Seetion 5. A child wader fourteen years of age 
who persistently violates the reasonable regulations of the school 
which he attends, or otherwise persistently misbehaves therein, so 
as to render himself a fit subject for exclusion therefrom, shall be 
deemed to be a habitual school offender, and unless placed on pro- 
bation as provided in section seven, may, upon complaint by a 
truant officer and conviction thereof, if a boy, be committed to a 
county truant school for not more than two years, or to the Lyman 
school for boys, and, if a gil, to the state industrial school for 
girls; but if the girl be under twelve years of age she shall be 
eommitted to the custody of the state board of charity, if they so 
request, for not more than two years. 

Snorron 4. Section ten of said chapter is hereby amended by 
adding at the end thereof the words:—If a girl who is committed 
to the custody of the state board of charity under section three, 
four or five of this chapter, proves unmanageable in a private fam- 
ily, she may be committed by the state board of charity to the 
industrial school for girls,—so as to read as follows:—Seetion IO. 
An inmate of a county truant school or of the parental school of 
the city of Boston who persistently violates the reasonable regula- 
tions thereof, or is guilty of indecent or immoral conduct, or 
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otherwise grossly misbehaves, so as to render himself an unfit sub- 
ject for retention therein, may, upon complaint by the officer in 
control of said school and conviction thereof, if under fifteen years 
of age, be sent to the Lyman school for boys; if over fifteen years 
of age, to the Massachusetts reformatory. Ifa girl who is com- 
mitted to the custody of the state board of charity under section 
three, four or five of this chapter, proves unmanageable in a_pri- 
vate family, she may be committed by the state board of charity to 
the state industrial school for girls. 

SrcTION 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 
[Approved May 7, 1903.

It is 
therefore, in no mere prefunctory manner that I acknowledge in 
closing this report, the intelligent support received from the 
school committee, the courteous and kindly feeling displayed by 
the pupils and the loyalty and kindness of the teachers. 1 have 
already borne testimony to their devotion and labors.
